Whatever may be the 
part played in the animal economy 
by those substances, one thing ts_ 
clear, that, when they are supplied, | 
hog= are healthier, eat better, thrive 
better, and, consequently pay better. | 
Charcoal is probably one of the’ 
best correctives; and, when it can be 
readily obtained, it will pay to keep 
@ supply in some place where the, 
hogs oan get at it whenever they 
like. The following preparation -ie 
that used by Theodore Leats, one of 
the most successful hog feeders in 


the United States, and shoud be an _ 


cellent tanic: 
“Take six b sewn, ot 
bar be cone fe of oa) 


wo quarts of sis-diaked lime, one 
Dushel of wood ashes. Break (he 
charcoal well down, with shovel or 
other implement, and theroughly 
mix. Then take one and a quarter 
pounds of copperas and. dissolve in! 
hot water, and with an ordinary 
watering pot sprinkle over the whole 
mass and then again mix thoroughly. 
Put this mixture into the eelf-feed- 
ing boxes, and place where the hogs 
of all ages can eat of their contents 
at pleasure.” 

The charcoal fu irnishes the required 


mineral matter which may have been 
lachizg in the food and is also an 
excellent | corre ve for digestive 
troubles, whil the copperas is a 
valuable tonic «and stomachic. If 
the charcoal all hard to get, 
its piace is tan¢ almost as well by 
sods or earth vi n humus. It is 
questionable, inde if there is any 
thing better than ».8 or vegetable 
mold taken from wood lot. If 
small quantity be thrown into each 
pen cally, it is astonivhing to see 
how much of it the hogs will con- 
sume; and the improved health and 


thrift of the animals will be a revela- 
tion to the feeder who has never
